“Total  Disregard”  for  Speed  Laws 
Revealed  by  Campus  Spot  Check

An  almost  total  disregard  for 
campus  speed  regulations  was 
evidenced  today  as  the  campus 
traffic  committee  released  first 
figures  on  a campus-wide  speed 
check  held  last  Monday  morning. 

One  of  the  most  shocking  re- 
sults obtained  from  the  check 
were  figures  showing  faculty 
members  to  be  greater  violators 
than  student  drivers. 

In  the  area  directly  in  front  of 
the  North  building,  eight  out  of 
fourteen  faculty  cars,  or  57  per 


cent  were  observed  violating  the 
speed  limit  of  15  miles  per  hour. 
Average  speed  of  faculty  viola- 
tors 20  mph,  while  student  driv- 
ers who  exceeded  the  limit  aver- 
aged 18.75  mph.  Student  cars  in 
this  area  broke  the  law  54  per 
cent  of  the  time.  Admittedly,  fig- 
ures in  this  area  were  held  down 
due  to  the  congested  conditions 
existing  at  the  hour  the  check 
was  taken. 

During  the  period  between 
classes  close  to  90  per  cent  of 
both  student  and  faculty  cars  ex- 
ceeded the  speed  limit.  Those  that

Itinerary  for  the  trip  included 
thorough  -visits  through  three 
major  studios:  RKO,  Walt  Dis- 
ney, and  MGM.  In  order  to  scru- 
tinize the  technical  aspects  of 
movie  making,  the  men  examined 
the  process  laboratories,  and 
checked  various  types  of  cameras, 
lighting,  and  sound  equipment. 

An  interesting  sidelight  to  the 
trip  occurred  regarding  accom- 
modations. The  reservations  for 
seven  were  assumed  by  hotel 
operators  to  signify  the  oncoming 
of  a basketball  team.  Dr.  Whit- 
taker was  .therefore,  accused  of 
being  the  coach.

On  the  campus  road  leading 
from  the  north  entrance  to  the 
campus  to  the  North  building  or 
to  the  parking  lots,  violations 
were  flagrant.

No  effort  was 
made  to  differentiate  between 
student  and  faculty  cars  in  this, 
area. 

According  to  Claude  Thomas, 
member  of  the  committee  and  one 
of  those  making  the  check,  a seri- 
ous hazard  exists  at  the  entrance 
to  the  parking  lots.  Cars  travel- 
ing at  high  speeds  enter  the  traf- 
fic stream  at  this  point,  and  the 
possibility  of  accidents  is  high.

Vets  May  Interrupt  Schooling 
For  Mission  Under  New  Bill 

Senator  Wallace  F.  Bennett  has  introduced  a bill  in  the  senate 
to  allow  Korean  veterans  to  interrupt  their  schooling  under  the 
G.  I.  Bill  of  Rights  for  missionary  service. 

At  present,  under  the  Veterans  Readjustment  Assistance  Act 
of  1952,  Korean  vets  must  begin  their  training  within  two  years  of 
their  discharge  or  within  two  - 
years  from  August  20,  1954, 
which  ever  is  later,  ^.lso,  under 
the  present  law,  they  must  com- 
plete training  within  seven  years 
of  their  discharge  date  and  can-

Of  Pres.  Young 

“It  is  wise  in  youth  to  keep 
your  channels  open.  Often  as  you 
go  about  on  the  campus,  just  stop 
and  say— ‘Our  Father  who  art  in 
heaven.’  ” This  was  the  counsel 
of  President  S.  Dilworth  Young 
in  devotional  Wednesday. 

President  Young  explained, 
“Many  things  have  been  written 
about  prayer,  but  often  because 
of  their  beauty  we  become  con- 
fused about  them.”  The  reason 
for  this,  he  said,  was  that,  “You 
pray  according  to  your  knowledge 
of  the  truth,  and  if  you  don’t 
know  the  truth  you  can’t  pray 
truthfully.” 

President  Young  further  em- 
phasized, “Be  sure  you  ask  in 
righteousness.  You’ll  get  answers, 
personally  and  privately  to  things 
you  ask  for  in  righteousness.” 
The  real  ‘purpose  of  prayer,”  he 
said,  “is  to  give  thanks  to  the 
living  God,  and  to  ask  favors  of 
Him.” 

Counseling  specifically  how  one 
should  pray,  President  Young 
stated,  “The  time  has  come  for 
everyone  of  us  to  quit  talking  to 
the  Lord  as,  ‘God’!  Rather  we 
should  say,  ‘Our  Father  who  art 
in  Heaven.”  He  also  pointed  out 
about  our  prayers,  “If  you  have 
already  decided  on  what  you  are 
to  do,  don’t  ask.” 

How  are  you  to  receive  and 
answer?  President  Young  state^, 
“All  you  have  to  have  is  a feeling 
down  deep  in  yourself  that  He  is 
your  Father  and  that  He  hears 
your  prayers.”

Mem- 
bers of  the  traffic  committee 
made  the  check,  using  stop 
watches  obtained  from  the  wom- 
en’s physical  education  depart- 
ment. Cars  were  clocked  through 
an  area  44  feet  long  between  the 
hours  of  7:30  and  8:45  a.m. 
Members  of  the  committee  point- 
ed out  that  the  check  was  only 
the  first  of  a series,  and  that  fur- 
ther results  would  give  a clearer 
picture  of  the  whole  situation.

Those  experiences  went  hand  in  hand  with  the 
days  when  a student  was  lucky  to  see  two  or  three  basketball  games 
during  the  season. 

Times  have  changed.  And  with  that  change  has  come  a lack  of 
appreciation  for  that  bit  of  pasteboard  that  admits  one  to  the  spaci- 


ous  new  fieldhouse. 

Last  weekend  1400  studentbody  tickets  were  picked  up  for  the 
Wyoming  game  that  were  not  used.

Coeds’  Wear 
Is  Defined 
By  Librarians 

Slacks,  .shorts,  levis  and  eve- 
ning dresses  are  not  appropriate 
xor  women  students’  library  wear, 
according  to  a report  by  library 
officials  given  to  the  IOC  last 
Monday  night. 

Olene  Smith,  ASBYU  first  vice 
president,  reported  that  library 
officials  are  anixous  to  have  unit 
.heads  inform  their  organizations 
that  library  facilities  are  avail- 
able for  study  and  .not  for  social 
activities. 

In  the  mimeographed  re- 
port, library  officials  also 
suggested  that  students 
speak  quietly,  avoid  unneces- 
sary conversation,  and  that 
“women  students  dress  ap- 
propriately.” 

Frank  Daly,  Intercollegiate 
Knight  president,  was  chosen 
vice-president  of  IOC  as  the  cam- 
pus organization  heads  met  in 
the  bi-weekly  session. 

Mr.  Daly,  a native  of  Panguitch, 
was  chosen  to  fill  the  vacancy 
left  by  Leonard  Duggar,  who  is 
not  a regular  student  at  the  Y 
this  quarter. 

Andy  Douglass,  Banyan 
business  manager,  clarified 
the  Banyan  stand  on  organi- 
zation discounts.  Mr.  Doug- 
lass pointed  out  that  while 
all  organizations  with  100 
per  cent  member  participa- 
tion in  Banyan  purchases  will 
receive  a substantial  dis- 
count, organizations  will  not 
be  permitted  to  buy  Banyans 
for  their  members  in  order 
to  obtain  the  discount. 

In  other  business  the  council 
moved  to  place  the'  honorary  re- 
port into  procedures  and  controls 
by  a unanimous  vote,  and  also 
approved  the  service  organiza- 
tion’s report  for  vote  at  the  next 
meeting.

World  Today  . . . 

From  Confusion  to  Cabinet

Times  change.  And  even  better,  opinions  change. 

Who  would  have  thought  100  or  even  50  years  ago,  that  an 
Apostle  of  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints 
(“Mormon”  to  most  people)  would  sit  in  the  cabinet  of  a Presi- 
dent of  the  United  States?  Who  would  have  thought  that  this 
same  churchman  would  lead  the  President  and  his  cabinet  in 
prayer? 

Why  this  should  have  been  astounding  and  unthinkable  to  re- 
cent generations  of  Americans  may  be  hard  for  some  to  understand. 
Yet  even  today,  one  has  only  to  glance  at  some  anti-Mormon  litera- 
ture to  learn  the  type  of  opinion  that  used  to  be  prevalent  in  the 
national  press.  Mormons  were  murderers,  adulterers,  and  in  general, 
evil-doers  of  great  skill;  the  church  taught  immorality,  dishonesty, 
and  sent  missionaries  throughout  the  world  in  search  of  young 
women  to  increase  Mormon  harems. 

Yes,  the  thought  of  a Mormon  leader  in  high  government  circles 
would  have  shocked  the  mis-informed  mind  of  the  last  century. 

But  leaving  the  field  of  doctrinaire  literature,  and  moving  into 
the  political  issues  of  those  days,  we  find  that  “the  Mormon  prob- 
lem” was  a challenging  question  for  politicians  to  answer.  Stephen 
A.  Douglas  (who  knew  better)  succumbed  to  popular  clamor  and 
said  that  the  Mormon  cancer  should  be  cut  out  of  the  body  politic. 

During  Lincoln’s  candidacy  for  the  presidency,  a cartoon 
was  circulated  that  ridiculed  Lincoln  unmercifully;  and  what 
was  the  most  biting  slur  the  cartoonist  could  think  of?  The 
idea  that  the  country  might  as  well  have  the  Mormons  in  office 
. as  Lincoln.  It  wasn’t  necessary  to  explain  what  the  Mormons 
would  do  to  the  country. 

In  later  years,  after  Utah  had  been  admitted  as  a state,  and 
members  of  the  church  were  elected  to  Congress,  B.  H.  Roberts  was 
refused  his  seat  in  the  House  of  Representatives:  he  had  more  than 
one  wife.  Reed  Smoot,  elected  to  the  Senate,  had  great  difficulty 
in  gaining  his  rightful  seat  merely  because  he  was  a member  of 
the  Church. 

Yes,  times  have  changed,  but  Mormons  haven’t.  They  continue 
to  advocate  righteousness,  whatever  the  opinion  of  the  world  may 
be  or  may  have  been.  Except  for  the  elimination  of  plural  marriage 
to  conform  with  the  adjudged  constitutional  law  of  the  land,  the 
church  maintains  its  original  position. 

And  in  our  day,  when  Ezra  Taft  Benson  remonstrated  with 
President  Eisenhower  that  he  was  not  the  man  for  Secretary  of 
Agriculture  because  he  was  a clergyman,  the  President  replied  that 
he  wanted  spiritual  values  to  govern  his  administration. 

And  so  we  can  be  justly  proud  that  the  Church  is  being 
recognized  for  its  worth  by  the  leaders  of  our  country,  and  that 
those  leaders  are  selecting  from  the  Church  men  and  women  of 
ability  to  help  govern  the  country. 

We  can  be  even  more  humble  to  know  that  Elder  Ezra  Taft 
Benson  of  the  Council  of  the  Twelve,  said  the  following  prayer  at 
the  first  informal  meeting  of  President  Eisenhower’s  cabinet: 

“Our  Honored  and  Eternal  Heavenly  Father,  in  deep  humble- 
ness and  gratitude  we  approach  thy  holy  throne  in  prayer.  . . 

“We  are  deeply  grateful  for  this  glorious  land  in  which  we  live. 
We  know  it  is  a land  choice  above  all  others — the  greatest  nation 
under  heaven.  We  thank  thee  for  liberty — for  our  free  agency,  our 
way  of  life,  and  our  free  institutions.  . . 

“We  acknowledge  gratefully  the  unselfish  service  of  those 
who  have  preceded  us,  especially  the  founding'  fathers  of  this 
nation.  . . 

“Our  Heavenly  Father,  bless  richly,  we  pray,  Thy  son  and  ser- 
vant who  has  been  chosen  by  the  sovereign  people  of  this  great  na- 
tion to  serve  as  their  Chief  Executive.  Our  Father,  wilt  Thou  endow 
him  and  all  o fus  with  a deep  spirit  of  humility  and  devotion.  We 
know  that  without  Thy  Divine  help  we  cannot  succeed.  . . 

“We  ascribe  to  Thee  the  praise,  the  honor,  and  the  glory  for  all 
we  have  achieved  or  may  accomplish.  Gratefully  we  dedicate  our 
lives  unto  Thee  and  to  Thy  service;  guide  and  direct  us  in  our  de- 
liberations today,  and  always  help  us  to  serve  with  an  eye  single 
to  Thy  glory.  . .”

* A surprise  bombshell  was  dropped'  last  week  by  the  NCAA  rules 
committee  when  they  outlawed  unlimited  substitution  in  football, 
eliminating  the  platoon  system. 

From  the  cries  that  went  up  from  coaches  all  over  the  country, 
you’d  think  the  rules  committee  had*  banished  the  forward  pass  or 
put  basketball  rules  into  the  game  of  football. 

The  fact  is  however,  that  football  has  been  put  back  into  the 
hands  of  men'.  No  longer  will  you  see  innumerable  squads  of  uni- 
dentifiable specialists  scamper  on  and  off  the  field  to  do  their  cer- 
tain job.  Nor  will  you  see  such  things  as  the  band  leader  lay  down, 
his  baton  after  a touchdown  and  run  onto  the  field  to  kick  the  extra 
point,  as  Tommy  Walker  of  USC  used  to  do. 

BYU’s  head  football  coach,  Chijek  Atkinson,  had  this  to  say 
about  the  rules:  “It  probably  won’t  make  a great  ideal  of  differ- 
ence, but  in  the  long  run  it  probably  will  help  us.  After  all, 
there’s  quite  a difference  between  our  $30,000  budget  and  that 
of  a large  school  like  Tulane  which  spends  $250,000  a year  on 
football.  But  it’s  still  a matter  of  playing  60  minutes  of  ball 
with  eleven  men  against  eleven  men.” 

In  the  past,  the  Cougars  have  had  only  about  18  or  19  top  play- 
ers on  a squad.  Against  three  or  four  goodstrings  of  opposition  they 
sometimes  didn’t  do  so  good. 

Some  say  injuries  will  increase.  We  doubt  it.  In  fact,  injuries 
may  well  decrease,  because  under  the  platoon  system  players  often 
went  into  a game  without  properly  warming  up.  The  new  system  will 
require  more  rigid  conditioning,  too,  a main  factor  in  reducing 
injuries. 

“More  than  anything  else,  it  hurts  the  individual,”  said 
Coach  Atkinson.  “It’ll  be  tough  on  boys  like  Henry  West,  who 
have  never  played  any  defense.  It’s  going  to  take  long  coaching 
hours  to  line  those  fellows  up.” 

No  doubt  West  will  have  to  work  to  fit  into  a defensive  team. 
But  his  passing  and  quarterbacking  will  be  needed  next  fall  and  we 
don’t  doubt  he  can  do  it.  With  probably  the  best  end's  in  the  confer- 
ence, we  can’t  afford  to  be  without  an  able  passer. 

As  for  the  rule,  it  may  not  last.  But  it’s  nice  to  know  that  for  a 
while  at  least,  eleven  guys  will  be  out  there  because  they  have  what 
it  takes  and  not  because  they  can  run  the  hundred  in  9.6  or  have  the 
knack  of  kicking  a ball  through  the  uprights. 


Watching  the  BYU-Wyoming  game  the  other  night,  one  might 
have  thought  the  Globe-Trotters  had  returned.  The  fancy  stuff  did 
the  trick  with  Wyoming  and  is  partly  the  reason  the  Cougar  squad 
keeps  attracting  crowds.  But  don’t  be  taken  in,  lads,  the  Cowpokes 
will  be  waiting  with  everything  they  have — and  probably  some  stuff 
they’re  going  to  invent — when  BYU  wanders  up  their  way  in  a 
couple  of  weeks.  Wyoming  has  never  had  any  great  love  for  BYU 
and  this  time  they’ll  be  out  for  blood. 

Incidentally,  we  took  a run  down  through  the  streets  of  Provo 
after  the  Wyoming  game  to  help  celebrate  the  victory.  The  town 
was  deader  than  last  weeks  mackeral  catch.  Only  one  horn  split  the 
downtown  silence — no  doubt  disturbing  the  peace.  When  the  heck 
do  the  students  ever  let  themselves  go?  If  we  win  the  conference, 
maybe?  .

ASBYU  contstituional  changes  proposed  last  month  by  the 
Executive  Council  were  approved  by  studentbody  balloting,  accord- 
ing to  LeRoy  Porter,  ASBYU  president.  # 

Figures  released  this  week  indicate  approximately  50  per  cent 
of  the  studentbody  favored  the  proposed  amendments.  There  were 
no  figures  released  as  to  dissent- 
ing votes,  or  to  total  votes  cast. 

In  accordance  with  BYU  con- 
stitutional ruling,  the  UNIVERSE 
herewith  publishes  the  amend- 
ments. Bold  face  sections  indicate 
changed  or  added  portions  of  the 
constitution.
